are many, but it is so clear sad so overwhleming that it become necessary to 
wonder why Dave is capable of such outrageous and completely fabircated libels 
and for what pui-pose. The results have been raeasureable. Now, when you consider 
that net result wss the cancellation of toe one time Liebelsr had agreed, 
in ’V.iting, c o s format on, men he couru not fillibu-ter and n d agree u tb be 
only rss-ponsivo and with tapes provided, without restriction, to bofcu of us, I 
think one purpose Dave could have been serving is obvious, -his ia not essen- 
tial-I throw it in. The central things is the unrelieved, total dishonest of 
what he did. Lot a single aspect could have teen accidental. However, then it 
is necessary to wonder about trusting a man wbo can make such accidents. 



I have made no effort to find out all that he and ^red and others are up to, 
for there isslittle I can do about it and little I would if I could. There is 
and has been tooxmuch of this. I am entirely in sympathy with preserving, 
integrity on and of our side but not with idle defamations and deliberately 
cutting of cooperation, which is what here is directly involved and happpned. 
The effect on worlc has been very bad, for people have turned off. A rather 
impressive number. 

With respect to my owrk, most position is different than that of 
anyone else because it is financially so precarious. The only possibility I 
have of emerging from this in other than a state of permanent bankruptcy 
if from being peimitted the opportunity S»f using my own work, ^his is very 
important to me for this reason. However, it is also important for many others. 
For example, soaetilmes if it is understood what I am driving at relevant things 
become unavailable. In cases that have happened, it results in false but 
effective moves by the other side. I can be specific aboutnthis. ^t has 
happened, and ndt Just once. I am in contact with people, some of vhich you 
know fromwhat I send you. I also intend use of some of my material in this 
way. When there is injudicious use of my material by others wbo have no busi- 
ness using it and in this case even knowing about it, the result can be of 
vast significance. One thing Mark did once turned off a Kennedy man who was 
considering filing suit3 for me. Can you appreciate the impact this would 
have had. I mean he turned off. ‘‘‘ran taking me out he ended all intercourse. 

lor the most part, 1 can recall who Imlet know what. Sane of this 
involves other people wbo must be protected. One thing that long ago get to 
Dave in reasonable accurate form was some of my unused Thornley material. I 
have never had Garrison’s interest in Ihornley. Mine is my own and different, 
loose I let see this were under the strictest injunction not to mention it to 
Have in partocular and aiyone in general. So, someone did, ana ^ regret I can 
pretty much pinpoint it. Now he is up to sane special mischief and it in- 
volves something I sent to only twoxpeoplei, of whom you ate one. I do not 
for one minute believe you would do other than I have asked of you. If we can, 
as I am entirely without doubt, eliminate the only other perosn to wh&m I 
sent this material, then it has to be one of the people yon let see it. 

People are entitled to have their own opinions od Dave an’ their own 
relationships. There is no reason anyone has to accept my evaluation, although 
I think there is every reason it should be considered. When everyone knows 
what he has been doing to me of those involved, I think there on this basis 
alone is ample reason for him not to see anything of mine. However, ~ have 
been very pointed, about him and generally, snd I think my wishes should not 
have been so openly and persistently ignored. The potential is great harm. 

Is it not obvious that is there is only the catess chance it should not be 
risked? Now this latest case comes recently, long after my strong letter to 
H-al that it so hurt me to write. The specific thing has nothing to do with 
I horn ley. I avoid pinpointing it. I t is based upon actual knowledge but is 
erroneous ana mischevious and the efforts he has made with it are consistent 
with evil intent only. 

I add to this his ample knowledge of my unpublished material are 
his full and to others if not to you demonstrated capacity for using it and 
I am apprehensive. I am more apprehensive about bis potential for misusing it. 
Ihose things he has told me he has written absolutely terrify me. The? are 
simply incredible and will do us incalculable harm if they ever get out. 

Gary is one of those to whom he has written and spoken and ary 
has now had personal experiaices, aside from me and what has been imputed 
to me. I think this is now serious enough to suggest you solicit his appraisal 

& what I have here said. Milch, plsase believe me, is only part of it. 



1 presume that ?red is doing and has done those things I ’•esrard es 
evil end certainly are both wrong and false under Dave’s influence. Dave has 
organized a real campaign, has quoted and involve . a number of neople in itl 
ihere can be ho good purpose in such things. a e is very busily engaged in mak- 
ing deliberate efforts to learn what 1 have and in same cases that come back 
to me has succeeded. I think it is morally wrong for him to be doing this 
when he has not asked me for it. There might he some of these things I would 
have Set him have. There are more that I would not. H e is quite adept at it, 
too, using skills that could better have been developed for other ends. There 
remains^ the most viable reasons to suspect his connections. There remains no 
doubt about his motives end intent: they ere for hurt andhe does not disguise 
it to some people. n e doe- to those he has reason to think mi ^it be unsymaothetic. 
«ere also he is wily and makes few mistake. But he has made some else T»a not 
know as much as I do. 

1 do net know whet he has sent G ary for G ary ha s bot told me. But 
ip answering some questions u ary has asked me there is so much that needs no 
explanations. It is transparent. For t fas lingest time I tried to ignore and 
discourage this hut that, for what has eventauted, has become impossible. I think 
ary will tell you that of those things he has asked me, involving mostly Dave 
but also a number of others, pertoculsrly -“red, those things that are susceptible 
of proof i& all but two of many cases I have given him copies of my correspondnee 
of all the people involved that eliminate any possibility they were wight or 
even decently motivated. In those cases 1 have given him more than enough temperam 
persaude any reasonable sxxx person that they eannot be right. Dave is in evesy 
case aQO$ wrong. These two things, one of which is personal, are the kind on 
which it happens there is no written record that is direct. There is, I feel and 
1 Velievs Gary does, more than enough to show deliberate misrepresentation 
by ^ the others end my innocence of the base accusations. One one there is little 
a decent men can or should say but the nature of a relationship that oontinued 
long after the alleged offense is contradictory to the accusation, which is ex- 
actly opposite the reality and I can say no more of this particular thing. 

Ihis has grown too long and the young man who has come here paid 
me the high honor of electin'- to be married here.
